Itc,  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  for  the 
year  ended  3lst,  December,  1951-. 

Detailed  statistics  and  various  aspects  of  the 
work  ore  dealt  with  in  the  body  of  the  report.  Out- 
standing features  are  an  increase  of  2.7  per  1 .000 
population  in  the  Live  Birth  Rate  which  helps  to 
offset  an  increase  of  3.3  per  1 jOOO  in  the  Death  Rate; 
that  both  these  rates  are  the  highest  since  1 951 ; and 
the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  the  highest  since  1 950. 
Although  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rates  for  England  and 
Wales,  etc.j  are  quoted,  you  will  no  doubt  realise  these 
are  not  strictly  comparable  on  account  of  the  very 
small  nuipber  of  births  involved  in  the  calculation 
for  Barrowford. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  this  is  the  sixth 
successive  year  that  no  maternal  death  was  registered, 
andHiat  there  were  only  incidental  cases  of  infectious 
diseases,  the  number  of  notifications  received  being 
the  least  for  several  years. 

I would  take  the  opportunity  to  express  my  thanks 
and  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  Council  and 
your  officials  for  their  courtesy  and  assistance  on 
all  occasions.

The  total  of  66  live  births  is  the  highest 
since  1 951  ; is  13  more  than  last  year  and  7 more 
than  the  average  per  year  over  the  previous  five 
years. 


This  figure  gives  a Live  Birth  Rate  of  13.9 
per  1,000  of  estimated  population,  which  is  2,7  per 
1 ,000  higher  than  last  year;  1,2  per  1 ,000  higher 
than  the  average  per  year  over  the  previous  five  years 
1,3  per  1 ,000  higher  than  England  and  Tfales  as  a 
whole,  and  2.8  per  1 ,000  higher  than  the  rate  for 
the  neighbouring  Borough  of  Nelson. 

Adjusting  the  figure  to  allow  for  the  age  and 
sex  distribution  of  the  population  gives  a Live 
Birth  Rate  of  15.7  per  1 ,000,  which  is  3.6  per  1 ,000 
greater  than  the  adjusted  figure  for  Nelson, 

Only  6 or  9^  of  the  births  assignable  to 
Barrowford  actually  took  place  within  the  area. 

STILL  BIRTHS. 


The  5 still  births  were  an  increase  of  2 on 
the  previous  year  and  give  a Still  Birth  Rate  of 
13  per  1,000  total  (live  and  still)  births. 
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DEATHS. 


There  were  1 6 more  deaths  registered  than  in 
the  previous  year  and  8 more  than  the  average  per 
year  over  the  nrevious  five  years.  The  Death  Rate 
of  19.1  per  1 ,D00  population  vras  an  increase  of 
3.3  per  1 ,000  on  1953;  was  the  highest  since  1951 
and  I.A  per  1 ,000  more  than  the  average  per  year 
over  the  previous  five  years.  The  adjusted  Death 
Rate,  to  allow  for  the  age  and  sex  distribution 
of  the  population,  was  16^1  per  1,000,  compared 
with  11.3  per  1 ,000  for  Sagland  and  Wales  as  a 
whole. 

The  Principal  Causes  of  death  vjere  the  same 
as  in  recent  years,  and  the  main  increases  in  the 
classified  causes  were  an  increase  of  six  deaths 
or  1.25  per  1,000  in  Other  Heart  Diseaeses,  and 
five  or  1.09  per  1 ,000  in  deaths  from  Malignant 
Neoplasms,  Etc. 

In  th  age  groups,  the  largest  number  of 
deaths  was  in  the  70-75  years  group  with  20.95^ 
of  the  total,  followed  by  17.6%  in  the  75-80  years 
group.  Deaths  of  persons  aged  over  70  years  accounted 
for  61.6  % of  the  total  deaths  as  compared  with 
it-5. 3%  in  this  categoiy  in  1953.  Furthermore, 

33.^  of  thetotal  deaths  assigned  to  Barrowford 
during  1951-  occurred  outside  the  area, most  of  them 
in  hospitals. 

INF/JIT  DEAI^IS. 

Three  infant  deaths  were  registered  during 
1951-,  an  increase  of  one  on  the  previous  year. 

These  give  an  infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  1.5  per 
1 ,000  live  births,  an  increase  of  7 per  1 ,000  on 
the  previous  year,  and  3.0  per  1 ,000  on  the  average 
per  year  over  the  previous  five  years. 

In  each  of  these  three  cases  the  cause  of  death 
was  prematurity  and  death  took  place  within  twenty- 
four  hours  of  birth.

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Water  Supply 


The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  the  neighbouring 
borough  of  Nelson,  whose  sources'  of  supply  are  two 
gathering  groiinfis  for  sijirface  and  spring  v;ater.  One 
of  these  is  situate  on  the  east  side  of  the  tovm  and 
supplies  Coldvrell  reservoir  and  the  other  on  the 
v;est  side  and  supplies  Ogden  reservoirs. 

Routine  inspection  of  the  catchrent  areas  are 
made  regularly  to  ensur-o  freed.oia  from  pollution  and 
also  the  water  is  treated  before  going  into  supply. 
Samples  for  examination  are  taken  regularly  both  of 
the  raw  and  treated  water,  and  in  the  case  of  any 
adverse  becterioiliogical  findings^,  the  chlorine  dosage 
is  increased.

Tuberculosis 


Three  new  cases  of  tuberculosis,  all  respiratoiy 
were  notified  during  1 95A-.  There  was  one  death 
registered  from  this  disease. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  3A  cases  on  the 
register,  25  repiratory  (11  males  and  1A  females) 
and  9 non-respiratory  cases  ( 2 males  and  7 females).

Formalin  spray  and  vapour  is  used  for  the 
premises,  and  infected  articles  of  bedding  QhG 
clothing  ore  subjected  to  steam  disinfection, 
the  apparatus  used  being  situate  at  the  Destructor 
Works,  Charles  Street,  Nelson,  and  owned  by 
Nelson  Corporation,
